However, after reviewing Applicant's amendment it is noted that Applicants provided only an 
amendment to the specification directing the entry of the SEQ ID NO's which correspond to the 
sequence disclosed in Figure 15. However it is noted that Applicants have not amended the 
detailed description of Figures 3-4, 7, 12, 21, 22, 23, 31, 32, 35, 36, 37, and 42-43 to recite the 
corresponding Sequence Identifiers associated with the nucleotide sequences disclosed in these 
figures. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant 
is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
